Pittsburgh,  June  12. 
DISTRESSING  FIRE. 

We  have  to  regret  that  Pittsburgh 
has  not  escaped  the  dreadful  visitation 
to  which  so  many'  of  our  Atlantic  cit¬ 
ies  have  been  subjected;  on  Saturday- 
morning,  between  the  hours  5  and  6, 
a  destructive  fire  broke  out  in  the  rec¬ 
tifying  distillery  of  Air.  Francis  Bailey, 
in  Front,  between  Alai  ket  and  Wood 
steels;  it  proceeded  from  the  cap  of  a 
still  blowing  off, when  the  burning  liquor 
immediately  communicated  to  the  house, 
which  was  of  frame.  Unfortunately 
the  whole  row  of  houses  in  that  range, 
with  a  vast  pile  of  back  buildings,  were 
wood;  the  flames  spread  with  great  ra¬ 
pidity,  and  before  it  could  be  checked, 
5  houses,  together  with  the  distillery 
an  l  5  or  6  back  buildings  were  entirely 
consumed.  Happily  the  morning  was 
sultry  with  hardly  a  breath  of  air  stir¬ 
ring;  had  the  case  been  otherwise,  the 
whole  square  must  inevitably  have  been 
destroyed;  and  probably  the  beautiful 
range  of  warehouses  on  the  opposite 
side  of  Front  street  would  have  shared 
the  same  fate;  the  roots  of  some  of  them 
were  on  fire  several  times.  The  great¬ 
est  sufferer  was  Air.  Bailey,  the  loss  of 
this  industrious  and  valuable  citizen  is 
estimated  at  between  7  and  80Q0  dollars. 
It  is  singular  that  there  was  hardly  any 
of  the  usual  cries  of  fire  on  this  occas¬ 
ion,  in  consequence  of  which  the  alarm 
was  by  no  means  general  at  first,  we 
can  only  impute  this  apathy  to  the  fre¬ 
quent  false  alarms, which  have  been  lat¬ 
terly  been  given,  and  to  its  being  day 
light.  There  was  also  an  unusual  diffi¬ 
culty  in  forming  the  line  to  the  Alonon- 
gahela  river.  We  are  happy  to  ac- 
knowledgeour  obligations  tor  son  e\e- 
ry  efficient  assistance  from  counnymen 
attending  maket.

Lord 
Greenville  and  the  Marquis  of  Ln  ds- 
dovvne  had  already,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  last  session  of  Parliament,  pronoun¬ 
ced  elaborate  speeches  against  it,  foun¬ 
ded  upon  details  of  experience  and  gen¬ 
eral  principles  of  analogy.  The  former 
.placed  the  Poor  laws  and  'he  Commer¬ 
cial  restriction  upon  the  same  footing  in 
point  of  impolicy,  although  he  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  the  removal  of  neither  the 
one  nor  the  other, could  be  accomplished 
bat  by  slaw  degrees  and  a  long  tract  of 
time.  We  may  undertake  to  predict, 
that  the  Government  will  not  venture 
to  attempt  an  effectual  reform  in  either. 
The  restrictions  on  the  trade  in  corn  are 
ch.ar  to  the  agri  ultural  representatives; 
those  on  the  colonial  trade,  and  the  nav¬ 
igation  laws  in  general,  cannot  be  touch- 
•  ed  without  embatling  predudices  and  in 
t crests  which  nothing  except  extreme 
necessity  -would  embolden  the  Ministry 
to  encounter.

They  ha*,  e  in  ali 
likelihood  come  to  the  conclusion — - 
perhaps  just  in  itself-— tffid,  without  the 
attainment  of  these  ends,  a  revolution 
affecting  the  whole  system  of  corrupt 
patronage  and  expenditure  could  not  be 
finallv  averted.  The  ministerial  orators 
in  the  House  of  Lords  concur  with  the 
ministerial  writers  in  either  slurring  o- 
ver  or  blinking  at  the  Revolution  in  Spain.

the  world.  Little  was,  indeed,  to  be 
said  in  defence  of  His  system  of  Impos¬ 
ture;  but  there  is  still  less,  wc  appre¬ 
hend,  in  defence  of  that  of  the  British 
ministry.  The  press  and  the  legisla¬ 
ture  of  France  Furnished  at  least  noth¬ 
ing  to  belie  the  declarations  of  her  mas- 
terptbose  ol  England  yield,  almost  d 
direct  unlimited  contradictions.  At 
the  very  sitting  at  which  live  royal 
speech  vra  unanmu^ujJ.^'rrrmclToccl  in 
an  address,  the  chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  stated  that  the  British  posses 
sions  in  America,  and  the  United 
States,  were  regorging  British  emi¬ 
grants  who  had  crowded  upon  them,  in 
q  .est  of  relief  from  the  misery  inevita¬ 
ble  at  home,  that  government  had  look¬ 
ed  over  the  globe  in  search  of  an  asylum 
for  the  innumerable  British  poor,  but 
had  found  none  save  the  Cape  of  Goo: 
Hope,  to  wliich  five  thousand  had  «1 
ready  repaired*. and  as  many  more  were 
ready  to  go,  if  funds  could  be  provided 
for  their  transportation 

What  must  ho  the  state  of  the  earth 
at  large,  if  Great  Britain, with  an  eighth 
of  her  whole  population  public  paupers; 
with  rates  of  labour  lower  than  the 
cost  of  the  most  scanty  subsistence  for 
the  individual  workman;  with  an  ag 
gregate  amount  of  public  burdens 
not  Less  than  one  hundred  and  six  mill¬ 
ions  sterling,  while  the  total  of  her  pri¬ 
vate  income  amounts  to  three  hundred 
and  fifty  millions  at  most;  with  a  defi 
cit  in.  her  finances  for  the  year  1319,-  o 
thirteen  millions;  with  her  soil,  as  Lord 
Greenvi.le  said  in  his  speech  of  Novem 
ber  30,  1819,  “deluged  with  blasphemy 
and  sedition;”  with  every  article  of

The  trials  for  high  treason  closed  on 
the  evening  of  the  26th  of  April,  and 
the  next  morning  sentence  of  death 
wax  passed  on  the  prisoners.

with  General  Ramirez,  governor  *  of 
the  province  of  Entire  Rios. 

It  was  official  y  announced,  that  an  e-

A. disposition  to  undervalue  the  literature 
of  our  own  country  has  been  charged'  upon 
us  Americans  as  a  too  prevalent  fault.  This 
disposition  however,  if  it  ever  existed  among  i 
the  great  hody  of  the  people,  is  rapidly  .giv¬ 
ing  way  to  a  more  patriotic  and  honorable  feel¬ 
ing.  Able  vindications  of  our  literary  char¬ 
acter-,  as  well  as  of  our  morals  and  political 
institutions,  are  every  where  to  be  found,  and  .c 
the  most  satisfactory  refutations  of  European  j ' 
slanders  are  published  from  time  to  time  in  the 
newspapers  and  periodical  works  of  the  clay, 
its  well  as  in  the  more  durable  and  substantial 
form  of  the  large  octavo  volume.  Yet  we 
are  compelled  to  admit  that  there  are  some 
who  no  doubt  claim  the  appellation  of  Ameri¬ 
cans,  and  who  nevertheless  vie  with  the  most 
extravagant  of  our  foreign  slanderers  in  prel 
sentingour  country  as  a  modern  Bccotia,  inca¬ 
pable  of  any  great  efforts  in  literature  and 
science  and  indebted  solely  to  importations 
from  abroad  for  the  little  learning  that  is  found 
among  us.  Nor,  as  we  regret  to  find,  are 
characters  like  these  confined  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  portion  of  our  country.  With  all  the  pat¬ 
riotism,  which  we  are  ready  to  believe  is  so 
prevalent  among  us  ;n  the  West,  we  are  not, 
it  seems,  free  from  such  men- ft \  ho, 'though 
they  may  think  themselves  exceptions  to  the  j 
general  rule,  are  disposed  to  sneer  at  every 
literary  effort  in  their  own  commonwealth, 
and  accuse  of  arrogance  every  man  who  en¬ 
deavours  to  vindicate  or  improve  by  his  e  xer¬ 
tions — the  learning  of  the  West.  ^  We  are 
happy  however  to  believe^  that  such  charac- 
ters  are  few  and  little  regarded.  They  gen-  i 
e rally  confine  their  remarks  to  their  narrow  j 
domestic  circle,  ai  dbut  seldom  dare  to  utter  I 
ieir  pestiferous  sentiments  through  the  me-  . 
dium  of  the  press  l  lie 
people,  even  in  this  intern 
y  new  section  of  country  *n*e  sufficiently  w  e 


p,ec table,  and  its  pages  are  open,  and  will,  no 
doubt,  be  occupied  by  all  who  are  competent 
and  feel  a  disposition  to  communicate  useful 
matter  to  the  public.  Such  a  work  ought  to 
be  supported,  and  the  patriotism  and  purify 
of  motive  of  that  man  Cannot  be  great,  who, 
nstead  of  endeavoring  to  add  his  mite  of  intel¬ 
lect,  if  he  has  any,  to  the  encouragement /of 
the  only  literary  journal  in  the  west,  devotes 
whole  columns  to  unfounded  slander  against 
it,  and  evinces  a  disposition  to  deprive  R,  /the 
can,  of  the  support  it  has  hitherto  enjoyed. 

The  writer  in  question,  in  his  flrst  number, 
-einarks,  “we  admire  co  sistencj  ai  d  harmo¬ 
ny  in  every  thing.”  In  the  course  of  ouij 
investigation  we  shall  see  how  far  his  practice 
agrees  with  his  profession.  W e  shall  find  him 
dis  con  raging  t>ut  domestic  literary  efforts  and 
denouncing  our  domestic  writers,  while  he 
pretends  to  blame  others  for  a  similar  want  of 
patriotism.  We  shall  see  him  representing  the 
work  he  criticises  as  a  barren  desert,  a  wild 
uncultivated  heath,  and  yet,  as  it  were  by  im¬ 
pulse  and  not  by  design,  showing  that  his 
judgment  really  approves  almost  every  arti¬ 
cle,  and  unintentionally  bestowing  praise 
vhere  be  is  anxious  only  to  blame.  We  shall 
fi  ndhim  at  one  time  professing  no  taste  for  po¬ 
etry  Sc  passing  over  that  part  ot  the  work  which 
contains  it  as  mere  nonsense,  at  another  “can¬ 
didly  confessing”  that  he  strolls  “with  more 
pleasure  in  the  little  nook  devoted  to  poesy, 
ill  in  in  any  other  part  of  the  field.”  So  much  a‘ 
present  as  to  his  “cons’stency  and  harmony.”

sideration  ofthe  high  respect  we  have  for 
that  section  ofthe  state  in  which  this  proposi¬ 
tion  has  originated,  given  it  our  most  serious 
and  deliberate  consideration,  with  a  hope  of 
discovering  the  advantages  which  seem  to  be 
anticipated  by  the  advocates  of  the  law,  and 
have  come  to  the  following  resolutions  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  policy  of  adopting  it. 

Resolved ,  Tliat  all  legislative  measures, 
which  are  calculated  to  impair  confidence,  to 
prevent  the  execution  of  contracts  agreeably 
to  the  understanding  of  the  parties  at  the  time 
of  making  them,  are  injurious  and  impoli¬ 
tic. 

Resolved,  Tliat  a  property  law  would  be  in¬ 
terfering*  between  the  debtor  and  creditor, 
changing  the  nature  of  their  contracts,  and  be 
calculated  to  banish  every  tiling  like  confi¬ 
dence  fiom  the  community. 

Revolted,  That  all  obstructions  to  the 
prompt  administration  of  justice,  are  calcula¬ 
ted  to  banish  our  circulating  medium  in  as 
much  as  when  justice  is  not  to  be  obtained 
but  by  a  tedious  course  cf  law,  we  are  the 
more  unjvilling  to  let  out  our  money  and  j 
thereby  £ive  the  community  the  benefits  of  Us 
circulation.  * 

Resolved ,  That  one  great  cause  of  our  dis 
tress  is  tie  want  of  a  circulating  medium. 

Resolved ,  That  a  small  amount  of  currency 
by  circulating  rapidly,  will  perform  the  same 
offices,  and  afford  the  same  benefits  to  the 
community  which  a  large  one  would,  if  clog¬ 
ged  by  laws  which  prevented  its  *upid  circu¬ 
lation. 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  a  circulating 
medium  as  tne  life  and  soul  of  commerce  and 
agriculture,  and  that  any  legislative  measures 
which  are  calculated  to  deprive  us  of  it,  are 
injurious  and  ruinous  to  our  country. 

Resolved,  That  in  that  country  where  there 
is  stability  and  permanency  in  \he  laws,  where 
there  is  a  steady,  firm,  and  uniform  system  of 
legislation,  and  above  all,  a  prompt  adminis¬ 
tration  of  justice,  there  will  be  found  the  grea- 
tt  st  amount  ot  individual  happiness  and  of  na- 
tioiud  prosperity. 

Resolved,  That  all  postponement  of  pay¬ 
ment  at  the  expense  of  law  suits  and  officer’s 
fees,  b  paying  an  interest  which  no  commu¬ 
nity  can  afford,  and  is  a  course  of  policy  which 
must  e  /eutually  bring  ruin  upon  any  country 
thfit  adopts  it 

Resolvtd,  That  as  the  s^rfie  costs  attend 
suits  for  small  debts  as  for  large  ones,  the  in¬ 
terest  on  small  debts  thus  paid,  is  greater  than 
on  large  ones,  and  consequently  that  all  clog 
laws  are  more  oppressive  to  the  poor  than  to 
no  the  rich  p.irt  of  the  community.
